C. Caboohe Staff . 



Approval of the detiled plan for the Caboohe Staff has been reoelved 
No personnel changes ooourred in the St&ff during September. Caboche-1 
wishes to appoint identity 5 Director of Cadres as soon as ne f inds it 
possible to move to SGCIDSR. Meanwhile the work of the Dire: tot of Cadres 
is being carried on by Caboohe 9 In addition to Ms other duties. 

Reference FRAmG 4616 and VRiSH 09311, Caboohe-1 intends to bring 
Caboohe-5 to SGCIDER to Fill the post of Director of Plans.

F. Operation SEIIN/Berlin. 

The AEROSOL Case officer has held preliminary talks noth with 
Oabooh#-1 and with the 2RCR0WN Caboch* case off leer on the establish- 
meet of Operation SPMH/Berlin. These talks dealt primarily with the 
problem of looal ooordination of Caboohe operations in Berlin vis-a-vi b 
80PHIME and 2HC ROviN agencies. Reference F&vWQ 4318. 

3* Opera ti n RADIO. 

The delay in producing a detailed plan for RADIO is due to difficul- 
ties, overcome only recently, in finding a trustworthy individual or firm 
willing to build the large transmitter. Cabocho-1 za&eknd has now re- 
ceived information, however, that the transmitter oan be built in the 
O.S. for approximately $14,000.00. Details of this offer, and problems 
involved in transporting such a transmitter to SGCIDER will be oabled 
shortly. 

Identity 7, who was formerly assigned to Idmtlty 8 as technician, 
has boon gathering the data necessary for tho detailed plan, and carrying 
on moot of tho negotiations relative to the building of the transmitter. 

He has been working under the guidance of 0&boohe-7. 

Reference FR ARC 4695, Ca.boohe-1 revested monthly support for 
Identity 9 from the funds allooated for Operation RADIO# blffotf submission 
and approval of the detailed plan for RADIO# IriaoWltjrge eenablo Identity 8 
to continue operation. 

H. Reorulting Office and padre Softool, 

Cabooho 15 has been given an assistant. Identity 9, who oarries 
on correspondence and keeps records and accounts, a PRQ is being pre- 
pared. 



Reference GF0V7U , Cabcoho-1 wishes to establish a net of four 
subordinate recruiting officers. This can evidently bo aooompliahed 
without exceeding lii® allotted funds, and will undoubtedly be a necessary 
aiGaaurs If cadres are to be supplied in sufficient numbers. 



In keeping Oaoolas 4,5, and 6 profitably occupied and secure 
while awaiting olear&noe at CARGa SA , Caboche-1 has made a beginning 
In organising the Cadre School* tinder the general guidance of Caboohe-9, 

$i has carried on several courses of Instruction, inoluding 
principles of clandestine operation*, security, and surveillance and 
evasion, 

1* printing Office* 

The detailed plan for the Printing Qffioe has been approved, sub- 
ject to the acquisition of a building by rent rather than by purohase* 
(Reference hASHG 06187* ) Organisation of the Printing Office is there- 
fore under way while the building is being sought* Caboohe>l intends 
to pool all its experienced personnel and all its printing equipment at 
the new plant* A roster of personnel will be suomltted when oomplete. 

The Printing Of floe will Issue not only clandestine literature for 
distribution in AEROSOL operations, but aleo Cabo oh©- 18 and other overt 
publications* While the latter will serve as cover for the forzaer, they [ 
will not be supported by AEROSOL funds. In order to distinguish between! 
oosts of overt and oovert publication, a system of "job printing" has 
been reooiaaeadedi !«•*, AEROSOL funds will be charged only for the ms— j 
terial and man-hours involved in turning out literature for AEROSOL j 
operations. Printing Office personnel will be used on the production J 
of both AEROSOL and nojW-EROSOL literature* 

In order to provide oover for the source of funds for the Printing 
Office, Caboohe-1 has launched a campaign asking for contributions from 
Caboche-1 readers. An appeal wae made by Caboohe— 4 at the recent Caboohe-16 
conference, and a similar appeal has been published in Cabo ch©- 16 (80 Sep- 
tember issue), A dipping is appended, 

J* Radio Editorial and Propaganda Offloes . 

Plans for these off iocs have not yet been submitted, but are being 
prepared. That on the Propaganda Office will contain an exposition of 
Caboohe propaganda policy and of specific P1V plans* 

The Radio Editorial Office will probably bo under Identity 10 
(PRQ being forwarded). Personnel for the propaganda Of floe has not 
yet been decided upon* 

K, Intelligence Section* 

A e mentioned in the plans for STAFF and CALR!.3$, Caboehe~l wishes to 
establish a snail intelligence Section for AEROSOL operations, to be 
hoadud by the ulreotor of Informs ti on, and to be camouflaged, together 
with the Cadre Sohool, by Identity 11, A plan for thi* ieotion will bo 
presented later, 

L, Security and C*S« 

at our suggestion, Caboohe-1 kas summoned Caboche-11 to SGCIDER, 
and will give him oharge of all C.E* and security pertaining to AERO- 
SOL* Caboehe-12, who continues as Security Officer for the Caboohe 
headquarters, is not considered sufficiently qualified for this larger 
responsibility, and Caboehe-1 intends that he be subordinate to 0&boob©-ll« 
Reference WAbKF 10077, Caboehe-12 will be investigated further before 
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his retention as Security Officer is recommended* 



Although a plan for Headquarters Security has already been submitted 
by Caboohe**!, it is being held for revision and inclusion into the more 
comprehensive plan covering all CE and security for AEROSOL* fhle plan 
will he worked out within the funds allocated for^tha-Cahoahe^l^ftaff .* 



4* Summary of Activities y 1 September to 50 September, 1961. 

A* A meeting between and Caboohe- 7 was held 

at BGMIDDT on 8 September, for & thorough discussion of CARCASS. Results 
of the meeting are reported in 425 OIBWU. 

B* Oaboche-1 has been submitting written reports on its activities, 
salient features of which hare been summarised in Paragraph 5 above. 

The most recent report on SPAIN/Austria is translated in full and append- 
ed, since it is of particular interest in itself, and since it will serve 
as an example of C&boohe reporting* 

C. Re the Caboohe kidnaping attempt. Identities 12 and 13 are still being 
held by SGOIDEK authorities. However, Caboohe- 7 has determined from Identity 
14i (1) that a trial has not been set because of lack of evidence, and 

(2) that the SGC1DER authorities themselves are in favor of dismissing the 
case without a trial- Identity 14. at Caboohe*-? 1 ** personal request, pro- 
mised to use his influence in bringing about a dismissal.
